SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Dec. 18.—The oddest 
request probably ever made by a man who 
is to be hung has come from James Mingle, 
who will, in all likelihood, expiate within a 
month or six weeks, the brutal murder of 
the child, Dollie Briscoe.

for breathing. The experiment took place 
in a room that was absolutely dark. With 
the subject seated in front of a brass tube 
with his eyes about three inches from a 
minute opening in the end of the tube, the 
Roentgen rays were applied to the base of 
his head. 

“The construction of the interior of the 
tubes through which he looked is partially 
a secret. I may say, however, that there 
were several prisms in it. These were to 
collect all the light rays which came from 
his eyes. Fut the prisms did not cross the 
interior of the tubé, But left a seal! open- 
ing in a direct line from his eyes to the 
othér end of the tube. This was for the 
direct passage of the Roentg@n rays. At 
the farther end of the tube was attached 
the plate. 

“Before the photograph was made I at- 
tached a new quarter of a dollar to a piece 
of white paper and told the subject to fix 
all the power of his mind upon it. I told him 
to go over in detail every outline made by 
the mint stamp, to fix In his mind the form’a- 
tion of every letter, every line of engraving. 
He devoted fully ten minutes to this. Then 
as quickly as possible I @laced him before 
the tube in the dark room and led him to 
again have his mind on the quarter to recall 
every mark he had noticed. Then I applied 
the Roentgen rays and exposed the sensi- 
tive plate at the end of the tube into which 
he was looking for about a minute—as long 
as the subject could stand it. In fact, he 
stood it apparently as long as he had contro]

That theory was that if the mind were con- 
centrated on an opaque object a photo- 
graph of that object might be thrown upon 
a phetographic plate with power enough to 
be caught and held by It if the plate were 
sufficiently sensitive. I do not know that 
the Roentgen rays are eesential. Iam iIn- 
clined to think they are not, that the light 
rays from the eyes alone are all that & 
necessary. Iam going*to make my next ex- 
periment without the X-rays.. As to what 
practical use may be made of the process 
that remains to be seen. I can believe 
that it may be the means poasibly of dla- 
covering criminals. If a person distinctly 
sees the face of another person who com- 
mite a crime, that face may be plroto- 
graphed just as the quarter of a dollar was 
photographed by subjecting the pereon*who 
saw it to the same process that the man

The Window Glass Factories 
Will Resume Operations. 


EVERY PLANT ~ NOTIFIED. 


THE WAGE QUESTION, SO LONG IN 
DISPUTE, HAS AT LAST 
BEEN SETTLED. 


ARRANGED AT _ PITTSBURG. 


The Manufacturers Made a Concession 
to the Flatteners and Cuiters 
and It Was Finally 
Accepted. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 18.—Window glass 
factories throughout the United States will 
be able to resume work just as soon as 
they can get the furnaces hot enough to 
begin work. This will be in about three 
weeks and means work for about 15,000 
men. To-night telegrams were sent to the 
managers of every window glass plant in 
the country to start fires at once as a Set- 
tlement of the wage question, which has 
been so long in dispute, had been reached. 
Th workers will resume at an advance 
which is not as large aS Was expected and 


for which such a strong contention was 
made. One week ago a settlement was 
reached by the blowers and gatherers. The 


cutters and flatteners, who have seceded 
from the Window Glass Workers’ Associa- 
tion, were not satisfied with the rate offered 
and held out until late this afternoon, 

One week ago a fruitless conference was 
held by the Wage Committee of the manu- 
facturers and cutters and flatteners when 
the manufacturers offered an advance of 12 | 
per cent over the wages of last year. The 
parties interested met again to-day with all 
sections of the industry represented. Late 
in the afternoon the manufacturers made a 
concession. They proposed to give the cut- 
ters an advance of 13 per cent and the flat- 
teners 15 per cent. Heretofore the flatten- 
ers have in addition been paid 2 per cent 
of the gross earnings of the blowers. This 
feature was the hardest pill for the flatten- 
ers to swallow, but they finally concluded 
to accept the offer, thus ending a protracted 
and expensive lockout.

Mamie Connors Refuses to Believe 
That Her Father, the Hermit of 
Laclede Avenue, Committed 
Suicide in His Shanty. 


Alone in his rude shack overlooking the 
ol4 Watson quarry at Grand and Laclede 
avenues, estranged from his family and 
with no companionship save for his dog, 
old “Billy’’ Connors, a hermit for six years, 
ended a disappointed life o®8 6 years by 
eending a bullet into his body. 

He was found stiff and cold at 9 o’clock 
Saturday morning by Jerry Foley, who 
Hves at 3666 Clark avenue. Foley reported 


family and a prosperous business. He was 
a contractor, had several teams and em- 
ployed men. His home, money and busi- 
ness went years before he did. He was 
estranged from his family and h’s widow 
and two daughters now live at 626 South 
Garrison avenue, 

Nearly ten years ago Connors took to 
drink. He became neglectful and was often 
cruel. His wife and children still loved 
him, but were forced to leave him. He 
promised to do better; but failed in his 
good intentions. He drove an ash wagon 
for awhile. When his last horse died and 
he was reduced to his last penny he built 
his rude shack overlooking the quarry and 
lived by himself. A woman and a little girl 
sometimes visited him, but their visits were 
infrequent and people in the neighborhood 
never knew who they were. They did not 
suspect they were the wife and daughter 
who were once so proud of him. 

Saturday afternoon a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter called at the home of Mrs, Connors 
and her two daughters, Hannah, 23 years 
old, and Mamie, 15 years old. Mamie was 
alone. She said: 

“Papa is not at home. He does not etay 
home any more, but I cannot talk of that. 
Why do you ask these questions? I thought 
you brought news of papa. He lives up on 
Laclede avenue. I Was there and saw him 
a week ago Sunday. Some day I know he 
will come back to us. But something 
tells me that something has hap- 
pened to him. Tell me what it is and 
I will go to him. No, do not refuse me. 
It is best that I should know the worst.’ 

Mrs. Connors was at a neighbor’s house. 
When the news was broken to her she was 
almost prostrated. 

“Oh, what a Christmas this will be for 
us,’”’ she sobbed. “Others have been dreary 
enough, but none have been like this,’’ 

The little woman, bowed with years, 
sobbed like a child. Between her sobs she 
told of how happy they had been before 
their troubles came. 

While she was yet talking Mamie rushed 
into the room. 

“What has happened, mother?” she cried 
in an imperious, but frightened manner, 
“Has anything happened to papa?” I have 
a right to know and I will know.” 

‘My child, your poor papa is dead.”’ 

Then the grief-stricken mother detailed 
to the child the manner of her father’s 
death. 

The tears sprang to the child’s eyes and 
for a few minutes her grief was uncon- 
trollable. Suddenly drying her tears she 
exclaimed:

-inches from his hand, was a revolver. One 
chamber was empty. The long barrel had 
been pressed against the body so that the 
powder darkened the outside of the nickele 
steel.

DISTILLER “DICK” MONARCH 
WAS SUPPOSED TO BE A PIL- 
LAR OF PROSPERITY. 


OWNED THREE BIG PLANTS. 


Peculiarities of the Owensboro Distill- 
er, Who Failed for $750,000 Be- 
cause of Short Production. 


Those in the trade in St. Louis heard with 
surprise of the collapse of the Monarch 
whisky interests at Owensboro, Ky. This 
failure for $750,000 is the largest in its line 
since the Newcomb-Buchanan smash-up in 
Louisville more than a decade ago. 

R. Monarch, or as he is generally known, 
“Dick’’ Monarch, controlled the Monarch 
distillery, the Glenmore distillery and the 
Eagle distillery, located in Daviess County, 
a few miles from Owensboro. These, with 
M. P. Mattingly’s, W. 8. Stone distilleries, 
are the largest in the Western Kentucky 
district and the trade 6f St. Louis is largely 
supplied from that section. 

“Dick” Monarch made a fortune. out of 
his distillery. When his brother, M. V. 
Monarch, owner of the Glenmore distillery, 
suspended two years ago, ‘Dick’? Monarch 
took the plant and manufactured the brand 
in connection with his own and the Eagle 
distillery. The last mentioned was formerly 
the property of T. J. Monarch, another 
brother, who died a few years ago. 

R. Monarch had no distributing agents in 
St. Louis nor any of the large cities. His 
business was directly with wholesalers and 
jobbers, His principal customer in St. Louis 
was W. H. Lee & Co of 712 Lucas avenue, 
The suspens.on Wds a great surprise to Mr, 
Lee and other customers in St. Louis. 

The general impression among the local 
dealers is that the failure will hurt the 
whisky business. During the last year there 
was an agreement among the Kentucky 
distillers that only a limited amount of 
whisky should be made. This was done to 
consume the suppiy then on hand and to 
better the prices by equalizing the supply 
to the demand. With his three great dis- 
tilleries idle, or almost idle, Mr. Monarch 
was not benefited by that agreement and it 
is thought this had not a little to do with 
his failure. 

It is generally thought here that the fail- 
ure w.il be a severe blow to Owensboro. 
It is a flourishing Little city, almost directly 
south of St. Louis, and within a ten-hours 
ride. It is in the center of the Western 
Kentucky Whisky and the dark tobacco 
districts, and, with its neighbor, Hender- 
son, is, population considered, one of the 
twelve richest towns in the world. English, 
Scotch and German -tobacco buyers and 
dealers settled in those two towns years 
ago, and many of them amassed great for- 
tunes. “‘Dick’’ Monarth was president of 
an Owensboro bank and closely identified 
with all the business and the manufactur- 
ing enterprises of the town. 

He began in a small way and gradually 
built up one of the most extens.ve dis- 
tilleries In Kentucky. In that State the 
whisky barons’ do nothing on a smal! scale, 
and for years ‘‘Dick’’? Monarch was the 
most daring operator of them all. And he 
taught the other Kentucky distillers a trick 
or two, 

Back of his distillery he cultivated a small 
farm, and on it grew nothing but corn, one 
brand at that—a large, rich, deep yellow 
grain. This corn was not marketed, but 
distributed as seed to the farmers in the 
Ohio Valley, from Cloverport to Cairo, on 
either bank of the Ohio River. He told 
them the Monarch Distillery was in the 
market for that kind of corn and no other. 
The farmers grew the corn and gold it to 
the distillery, where one Kind of grain was 
exclusively used and a uniform grade of 
Whisky was produced. 

Mr. Monarch thought a prophet should 
have honor in his own country. By a spe- 
cial arrangement the Owensboro ~ saloons 
sold his whisky at three drinks fora quar- 
ter, and every man in the town, except the 
preachers, got to drinking it. When a man 
paid a quarter of a dollar down and took 
a drink he had two more coming to him. 

He and his wife are staunch Catholics 
and the leaders of the followers ofthat 
faith in Western Kentucky. They have no 
children, and were large givers to charity. 
“Dick”? Monarch had many friends in St. 
Louis, who, when they visited Owensboro. 
were g:ven a royal time by the Kentucky 
distiller. His house, a half mile west of 
Owensboro, is the most palatial in Western 
Kentucky, It cost $100,000 and half as much 
more was spent in furnishing it.

CASHIER THOMSON SWEARS. 


So Do the Trust Company Attorneys, 
to Themselves, When His Testi- 
mony Is Finally Given. 


Cashier W. H. Thomson of the Boatmen’s 
Bank threw a small bomb among the of 
ficials and representatives of the four St. 
Louis trust companies yesterday. 

All day the taking of depositions was con- 
tinued in ‘the case of the State against the 
Union Trust, the Lincoln Trust, the Mis- 
Sissippi Valley and St. Louis Trust Com- 
panies. In this contention Attorney Gen- 
eral Crow is seeking to have the charters 


of trust companies judicially declared fore 


feited, holding that they are exceeding the 
powers vested in them at their incorpora- 
10n, . 
The Attorney General charges, and is 
seeking to prove, that the trust companies 
do the business of regular banks of de- 
posit and exchange. 

By -their attorneys the trust companies 
Claim that they are not acting outside their 
power. They admit that the companies re- 
ceive deposits for their customers, subject 
to check, and that they handle exchange, 
but not for profit, as is generally the case 
with the banks. 

The taking of depositions has been pro- 
gressing for several days. Trust company of- 
Ncials gave theirs Friday. Saturday bank 
cashiers were before the Commissioner. 

Mr. ‘Thomson was on the stand nearly all 
day. Saturday. There were a score of 
lawyers about the tables. Mr. Thomson’s 
testimony backea up the State’s charge 
that the trust companies were doing a bank- 
ing business, dealing in exchange and re- 
ceiving demand deposits subject to checks. 

He sprang a big surprise upon the trust 
company’s attorneys. He drew a paper from 
the inside potket of his faultlessly fitting 
long-tailed coat. It was a memorandum of 
every check, with names and amounts of 
every check that had passed through the 
3oatmen’s Bank, en route to Clearing House 
Friday. This was to show the trust com- 
panies were paying out demand money on 
the checks of depositors. 

Cashier L. A. Battaile of the American 
Exchange Bank, when asked if he would 
furnish a list of the checks which passed 
through his bank, he said he would not 
without the order of his Board of Directors. 
C. W. Bergesch, cashier of the Commercial 
Bank, also testified. Depositions of other 
bank cashiers will be taken Monday. 

The trust company people declare Mr. 
Thomson should have refused to give the 
names of customers or thé amount of busi- 
ness done by them. Mr. Thomson says he 
wae under oath and was only doing his

“Then do I understand the court to hold 
that all these records in the Coroners ot- 
fice are valueless; ‘that they cannot he 
proven unless the stenographer who tran- 
scribed them can be produced; and that in 
the case of the sgenographer’s death or ab- 
sence they cannot be used in evidence - 

“Yes, sir,”’ said Judge Fliteraft. ‘Three 
weeks ago I called the Coroner’s atten- 
tion to the illegality of his records and I 
now repeat the assertion. A 

The pe a then read section 2,451 of the 
Missouri Statutes as follows: 

Evidence to be reduced to writing—The evl- 
dence of such witnesses shall be taken down 
in writing and subscribed by them, and if.it 
relate to the trial of any person concerned 
in the death, then the Coroner shell bind such 
witnesses, by recognizance . . and he 
shall return to the same court the Inquisillon, 
written evidence and recognizance by him 
taken. 

‘"The Coroner has not complied with this 
law,’ continued the Judge, ‘‘and the records 
can not be admitted.” 

Deputy Coroner Lloyd was asked about 
the court’s ruling last evening. 2 

“It’s a surprise to me,” he said. ‘‘What 
can we do? Witnesses are questioned in 
the Coroner’s office and their statements 
are taken down in shorthand, It takes the 
stenographer several days to transcribe the 
notes. How can we compel the witnesses 
to return and sign the record? We cannot 
hold them and there is no process by which 
we can summon them again.”’ 

“Then the statement that the records are 
not signed by the witnesses is correct?’ 

‘“‘Yes, in cases where there is a transcript 
of stenographic notes.”’

GAVE HIM A FRIGHT. 


Precautions Taken on One of the 
Czar’s Journeys. 


BPRLIN, Dec, 18.—A German railway of- 
ficial, who was an eye witness of the facts, 
tells the correspondent here an unpublished 
story of the Czar’s journey from Darm- 
stadt to Coburg in October last. 

Information reached Russia through the 
secret police of a plot of Nihilists, studying 
at German universities, to wreck the Czar’s 
train and most extraordinary precautions 
were taken to protect His Majesty. The 
train only traveled seventeen to twenty-one 
kilometres per hour instead of sixty, and 
the whole trip consumed twelve hours. 
Twenty Kossacks of the body guard, with 
rifles and revolvers, constantly patrolled the 
gangwaeys of the train, and the whole track 
from Darmstadt to Coburg was guarded by 
several thousands of German troops under 
the special command of Russian secret ser- 
vice officers.

looking for him for several days, his de- 
ser.ption having been sent to Chief Harri- 
gan by the Murphysboro authorities. 
Banks has been in St. Louis about seven 
weeks on a spree. 
When arrested yesterday afternoon he was 
drunk. On being placed in a cell he threw 
himself on the bench and was soon in 
what appeared to be a drunken stupor. 
About two hours latér Zachariah Finney, 
charged with shoplifting was placed in the 
same cell. Bank® was lying on ‘his back 
semi-conscious, groaning and breathing 
heavily. He told Finney that he had taken 
poison and wanted to die, Finney called 
the turnkey and told him what Banks had 
said, 
The latter was apparently in great pain. 
He told the turnkey that he had taken mor- 
phine and begged to be allowed to die 
where he was. When asked Whef*# he got 
the drug and when he took it he showed 
where he had coneealed it in the lining of 
his trousers and said he took nine grains 
soon after being placed in the cell. 

An ambulance was summoned, which re- 
moved Banks to the Dispensary. He was

I have been drunk most 
of the time, but have periods of sobriety. 
My home is in Kentucky, but I haven’t been 
there for a long time.’’

Board of Trade Delegates Oppose Judge 
Paxson’s Appointment.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 18.—The West- 
ern delegates to the Board of Trade Con- 
gress have been making a determined ef- 


fort this week to induce President McKinley 
not to appoint Judge Paxson of Pennsyl- 
vania on the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, to succeed Wm. R. Morison. A. J. 
Vanlandingham, a commissioner of the St. 
Louis Transportation Bureau, has been ac- 
tive in an effort to get a Western man 
named for the place. \To-day he said that 
the appointment of Paxson would give New 
York, Vermont and Pennsylvania each a 
representative on the board, while all the 
territory west of the Alleghenies and south 
of the Ohio would have only two, thus giv- 
ing to the Eastern seaboard a majority. 
This, the Western men say, would work 
great injury to the West.

Section II of act creating commis- 
sion provides that no man who shall have 
been connected with a railroad six months 
prior to his appointment shall be eligible. 
While Judge Paxson gave up the receiver- 
ship of the Reading road some time ago it 
is asserted that he has been connected with 
the road up to a few months ago.

RELIEF FOR THE KLONDIKE. 


Prompt Action Taken by the President 
and Secretary Alger. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 18.—President 
McKinley this afternoon signed the joint 
resolution passed by Congress to-day for 
the relief of the miners in the Yukon River 
country. The bill appropriates $200,000, to be 
expended under the direction of the Secre- 
tary of War, in the purchase of relief sup- 
plies and for the transportation and dis- 


tribution of such supplies, provided that, 
if the consent of the Canadian Government 
be obtained, the Secretary of War may ex- 
tend relief into Canadian territory. The 
resolution provides that the supplies may 
be sold in that region at such prices as 
may be fixed by the Secretary of War or 
donated to those unable to pay for them. 

The Secretary of War is authorized to use 
the United States Army in carrying into 
effect the provisions of the act, to import 
reindeer and reindeer drivers for the trans- 
portation of supplies, and to adopt such 
other provisions as are practicable. 

Secretary of War Alger will leave for Ot- 
tawa to-morrow to confer with the proper 
Officials of the Canadian Government con- 
cerning the best methods of transporting 
supplies to the Klondike sufferers. He will] 
attempt to arrange with the Dominion au- 
thoritites for co-operation in expediting the 
Progress of the relief expedition which the 
Soverennaant will send through Canadian ter- 
‘itory. 


‘ CLOSING UP DEALS.

She con- 
sented and the result was such a@ success 
as had never been heard of before in that 
Reports of the meeting were 
spread throughout the surrounding counties 
and Mrs. Harris was prevailed upon to hold 
meetings at Hatton and Newburg.

Her late husband, 
Rev. Robert Lee Harrns, was a Method-st 
preacher, whose broad mind had exerted a 
deep influence over the States of Alabama, 
Mississippi, Tennessee-and Texas, where he 
had held various charges, and where he was 
. well known. Several years ago he was 
widely known as “the Cowboy Preacher,” sect‘on. 
on account of the style of his dress. He 
became dissatisfied with the doctrines of 
the Methodist Church and founded a Holi- 
ness Church, the members of which claimed 
sanctification on earth. 

In parts of Illinois and other States mem- 
bers of the Methodist Church are believers 
in the doctrine of holiness, which teaches 
that, through the perfect exercise of faith 
in God, it is impossible for men to sin; for, 
if the grace of God ts able to preserve them 

- one minute from sin it is able to preserve 
them the next, and the next, and so on 
through life. 

But the Methodists, as a body, are op- 
posed to the doctrine of holiness; and when 
the Rev. Mr. Harris opened his church the 
batteries of all Methodism, particularly in 
the South, were turned upon him.

Passengers will be elevated 250 feet 
and whirled around at great speed, At night 
the tower will be illuminated by a search- 
light, that will shed its rays f@ a distance 
of 100 miles.The verticle handle of the um- 
brella will be thirty-five feet high, and made

“If my career as a soldief or 
civilian entitles me to leadership of an In- 
dian exodus to Mexico,”’ he says, “the dis- 
covery of the fact is due to my friends. .I 
am not aware myself thacJ have ever done 
anything that entitles me to such unmerited 
promotion or distinction. 

“But it is a fact that the desire to eml- 
grate is intense among the Indians, It 
seems settied that, if their tr.bal autonomy 
is broken up, either by an agreement with 
‘the Dawes Commission or by an act of 
Congress, they will leave this country and 
found a new State in Mexico. 

“at a late meeting of prominent Choc- 
taws at Antlers, I. T., composed of rep- 
‘resentative men from every eection of the 
Choctaw Nation, the matter was fully dis- 


cussed, and six Indiqgns were selected to 
visit Mexico and select a location for an 
Indian colony. Millions of acres are of- 
fered them by Mexico. There is no doubt 
that these men are in dead earnest; and, 
if their tribal government is overthrown, 
tro the 
new land of promise and there settle down 
in the peaceable enjoyment of their old 
social and politica] conditions and customs. 


“In Chihuahua tney will make a last 
stand for the retention of their tribal cus- 
toms and form a government and the pres- 
ervation of their racial existence. 

“Both are threatened by the encroaching 
whites and the conditions which encom- 
pass them in their old home. 

“The Government is calling them out of 
their isolation, and away from their camp 
fires and their traditional idols, If they do 
not come they will be driven. Their tri- 
bal life must be offered up as a sacrifice 
on the aitar of Progress. 


“The Indians fully realize the dangers 
that confront their tribal autonomy, and 
are preparing to set the'r houses in order 
for the anticipated change, which now 
seems to be inevitable. They can only sell 
their lands to one party, and that one par- 
ty is the United States. They propose to 
sell their land interests to the United States 
just as the Cherokees sold what was known 
as the Cherokee outlet, and divide the pro- 


ceeds among themselves, per capita, if they 
choose to take money at all; and, if they 
do not take money, then take their propor- 
tionate share in the allotment of their :ands 
in severalty. 

“The full-blooded Indians will emigrate 
in large numbers, unless they find some 
other mode of settlement more congenial 
to their tastes, and more conducive to their 
future welfare. 


“The Indians who constitute the five 
tribes have been a free people since the 
days of Columbus; they are proud of their 
traditions, and are not disposed to pass un. 
der the yoke of the white man. They be- 
lieve that their identity has been preserved 
by the doctrine of isolation, and they be- 
lieve, too, that contact with the white man 
is certain death to them as a people, and 
that it_ means the destruction of all their 
old customs, habits, traditions and laws 
They feel now, as I understand it, that they 
are making their last stand in the Ther- 
mopylae of their liberties, and they will 
not consent to the dismantling of whatever 
sovereignty they possess without a hard 
and bitter struggle. 


“There is much unrest ine the Territory 
and the confusion grows apace with each 
succeeding month. The Question of allot- 
ment itself, owing to the complex condition 
of affairs, is a d:fficult one to solve, I have 
never yet met a man, either Indian or white, 
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who could devise a plan of allotment equit- 
able and just in all its phases. 

“It is an easy matter to allot unimproved 
lands among wild Indians, but it is quite 
a different matter to allot improved 
lands among civilized Indians, especial 
when the Indians themselves own the im- 
provements, individually. Section 2 of the 
Cherokee Constitution reads as follows: 

The lands of the Cherokee Nation shall re- 
main common property, but the improve- 
ments made thereon, and in the possession 
of the citizens of the nation, are the ex- 
clusive and indefeasible Property of the 
citizens cespectively who made or may 
rightfully be in possession of them. 


“There are many other burning questions 
which must enter into the golution. The 
town-site question involves the protection 
of the homes of non-cit:zens erec:ed in the 
towns of the Territory in good faith and by 
permission of the Indian authorities. No 
allotment can be made with Justice to non- 
citizens unless the town-sites be segregated 
from the public domain,

“All of these questions, being in an unset- 
tled condition, tend to produce unrest and 
confusion. The failure on the part of the 
Indians to treat with the Dawes Commis- 
sion, has added to the perplexities and 
doubtg of the situation. 

“T cannot cast the horoscope of the future 
and predict what it may evolve, but I am 
sure that the Indian problem its not yet 
solved, and there is much work and tur- 
moi] in store for those who attempt (to 
solve it either now or-in the near future.” 

Bird Harris, a prominent Cherokee In- 
dian, and a brother of C. J, Harris, the 
late chief of that nation, has written a let- 
ter to Rev. D. N. Berryhill of Okmulgee, a 
citizen of the Creek Nation, his views of 
the colonization scheme. He says: 

“The Government of the United States 
seems determined that the lands of the In- 
dian nations shall be allotted, the trbal 
governments be broken up, and the Indfans 
made citizens of the United States. 

“Do we desire these changes? Can we In 
justice to ourselves, submit to them? Would 
the condition that the Indian would find 
himself in, after the accomplishment of 
these propose! changes, be compatible with

bound to give them, till to-day the condl- 
tion that we find ourselves in clearly shows 
the end to which it proposes to bring its 
rewards by such treatment. 

“A very large per cent of the better 
lands of the Cherokee Nation are now held, 
used and enjoyed by persons possessing no 
right to them in any sense whatever, and 
yet the great Government of the United 
States permits such trespass upon the prop- 
erty of its wards, knowing them to be, in 
law, powerless to proteot themse!ves. Numer- 
ous instances could be cited, showing that 
the Government had long since withdrawn 
its protection from these nations, and that 
it had, in fact, fostered the growth of con- 
ditions among us that have acquired such 
strength as to be ablé‘to rise now in our 
own country and demand our extinction as 
independent and separate nations, and «a 
change in our Whole industrial, political and 
social system. Do we desire this? I say 
no. Then for a remedy that wijl lead us 
out of it, away from it, and one that prom- 
jses our preservation as a distinct race of 
people in the enjoyment of customa, social

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HE life of Lewis Reese in many respects resembles the 
8 moon which he has observed and studied for many years.

ES. HIEF OF POLICE FARLEY of Den- 
ver says there are officers on the 
force who do not know the rules of 

the department, and there js no other way 
for them to learn except by experience and a 
schooling. Experience sometimes comes 
high, and it requires a long time to learn 
this way, so the Chief is endeavoring to get 
the board .o set aside one day in the week 
when the men can be drilled and coached 
in their line of duties. 

“What to De Under Different Circum- 
stances” will be a strong feature of the 
school he wants to establish, and the officers 
will be drilled in everything from raiding a 
newsboys’ crap game in an alley to sleuth- 
ing on a murder case. 

A/large number of the officers who are 
at present on the force are comparatively 
new in the business, and when a ‘‘mix-up’”’ 
-omes they do not know what to do with 
themselves, and sometimes do things that 
place the department in disrepute with the 
general public. Every kind of trouble will 
be illustrated for the benefit of those who 
do not know how to handle themselves dur- 
‘ng excitement, and a great benefit is ex- 
pected to be the result. 

In speaking of the matter Chief Farley 
said: 

‘““As soon as the board gets through ap- 
pointing new members to the force, and 
when everything settles down, I will rec- 
ommend that the board institute a school 
where the officers can study the rules gov- 
erning their position, and be thoroughly 
drilled. Under my former administration 
there was such a school] and by teaching 
the men how to perform their duties in this 
way we succeeded in making some of the 
best officers in the country out of them. 
When a new officer is appointed to the force 
he is usually given his star and key and 
sent out without any instruction with the 
exception of how to pull a box, and that 
is about all he knows for the next three 
months, and it is about all he does, too.

Says, to read death in the human eye, to 
tell by the appearance of veins and arteries 
whether life has departed or a spark yet 
remains, and to tell it with absolute cer- 
tainty. 

For centuries man has been haunted with 
the fear that he will wake up in the tomb 
to a realizing sense of his awful position. 

This fear was always present with the 
late Emma Abbott, and the will of the 
prima donna directed that a dagger be 
plunged into her heart as soon as the at- 
tending physician should be satisfied that 
she was no ‘more. 

In Germany, and in some other European 
countries, the expedient has been hit upon 
of connecting a finger of the dead with a 
etring that is brought to the surface and 
attached to a bell. A watchman its always 
near, and is charged with Instantly exhum- 
ing the body should the bell ring. While 
this is all right in theory, in practice, so 
far as can be learned, it has never sayed a 
life. 

In this country, and in France and En- 
giand, a plan has been adopted that is 
more rational, although barbarous in the 
extreme. It is to provide mortuary cham- 
bers where the bodies of the recently de- 
ceased are kept for a certain time, or until 
all possibility of revival is past. But it has 
been objected that this method is inhuman, 


since a person, if only in a trance, would in 
all probability be killed without recovering 
consciousness, owing to the chill and damp 
of the surroundings. And then, even should 
the unfortunate man or woman survive 
these conditions and come to life, the hor- 
ror of the situation would be sufficient to 
dethrone reason, if not to kill with shock. 
A French scientist recently suggested that 
the presence of the spark of life might be 
detected by the use of the X-ray. Much 
credit has been given’to this theory. Still, 
while the conclusions of the French savant 
may be correct, they have not yet been 
proved, and an almost unsurmountable op- 
stacle to the extensive use of this method 
lies in the difficulty of providing the appa- 
ratus at the time and place required. 


It is therefore a matter of more than 
slight importance if Dr. Prentice has suc- 
ceeded in establishing an unvarying test 
of the presence of life in suspected death, 
Being an oculist, the doctor was naturally 
in a position to be impressed with phenom- 
ena of the eyes of the dead that would 
pass unnoticed by the general practitioner. 

It is known to the medical fraternity that 
the blood vessels and veins of the retina of 
the eye are the least noumshed of any in 
the human body. For that reason feeble 
circulation ought immediately to be noticed, 
where it exists, when au examination is 
made of the retina by means of an ephthal- 
moscope. 

During life the arteries and veins that 
interlace in the retina, which ts the sack 
that immediately incloses the vitreous hu- 
mor or liquid of the eye, have a distinct 
characteristic. Examined by light thrown 
into the eye by the ophthalmoscope the

biood. The two shades of fiuid may be 
seen ramifying the retina at the posterior 
or back part of the ball of the eye. 

The eye of a person with the breath of 
life in him must present this appearance, 
even though blind. In case of a man whose 
eye had been injured to such an extent 
that an opaque film had grown over the 
cornea no ray of light could penetrate, 
hence of course the coursing of blood in the 
veins could not be seen. But naturally, life 
or death cunnot be told by the eyes unless 
the subject has eyes. 


Dr. Prentice said he noticed that the eyes 
of the dead immediately after dissolution 
took on an entirely different and unenistak- 
able aspect. Within a few moments the 
distinction between the color of the blood 
in the arteries and the veins entirely dis. 
appeared. In fact so rapidly does the change 
take place that the doctor found that in 
many cases the phenomena occurred abso. 
lutely simultaneously with death, 

The fluid in arteries and veins he found to 
have been transformed into a uniform pink. 
ish color, due to the fact that circulation 
had stopped and the blood could no longer 
secure aeration in the lungs. 

Recognizing the importance of this fact, 
Dr. Prentice began twenty years ago to 
make an exhaustive investigation. He 
systematically visited the morgues and hos. 
pitals of various cities, and examined 
the eyes of many thousand dead persons, 
At first he feared that there might be 
numerous exceptions to the rule, but as the 
years passed and experience ripened he 
came to the belief that the rule was in- 


fallible. He recorded all of his experte 
ments and sought for and wide for light, 
He entered into extensive correspondence 
with medical men. 

To put his theory to practical test the 
doctor tried to find cases of suspended ani- 
mation. But such cases are exceedingly 
rare in ary one physician’s practice, al- 
though a considerable number in the aggre- 
gate are reported. He was unsuccessful 
until a comparatively recent date, when he 
learned of the death of a young Germag 
under circumstances that caused the at- 
tending physician to doubt whether it were 
not a case of suspended animation. 

Dr. Prentice!’ was called into consultation 
and at once produced his ophthalmoscope, 
The ophthalmoscope is a little instrument 
designed to enable one to look into the eye, 
It is especially designed for examining the 
retina. In its simplest form the light ts 
condensed into the eye by means of a con- 
cave mirror, through a small hole. in the 
center of which the observer looks inte 
the eye. Dr. Prentice, according to hig 
statement, threw a strong light into the eye 
of the young German by means of this ine 
strument, gazed steadily through the apere 
ture for half a minute, and gaid: 

“The man is alive.” 

The family of the yYOunDE man was oVere 
joyed, the family physician was mystified, 
The reason for Dr. Prentice’s verdict was 
pointed out .and the physician, although by 
no means satisfied, agreed to await the 
outcome. The body was kept in a warm 
place and a watch instituted. 

The result proved the correctness of Dr.

‘that they do not clearly define who shall be responsible 


When life is not extinct the heat will cause a water biis- 
ter. This test is absolutely reliable except in cases of 
dropsy or drowning. 

“I always make one or more of the tests before pre- 
paring a body for burial. Of course, where the body is 
embalmed, the process in itself will cause death. For 
that reason, care should be taken to determine whether 
the subject is dead before injecting the fluid into the 
arteries. 

“I have had occasion to use the galvanic test but once, 
and on that occasion I saved the life of a man who had 
been pronounced dead. He was a Waverly (Mo.) tinner, 
He apparently died suddenly at a hotel. Three doctors ap- 
plied a galvanic battery. One of them pronounced him 
dead, after an hour’s work, and the others left. I was 
called in to prepare him for burial. The battery had been 
left in the room. I applied it and rubbed one of the poles 
up and down the man’s spine. At the end of an hour and 
a half he opened his eyes and gasped. I administered

Dr. Otto Sutter, Superintendent of the City Hospital, 
has seen death in all its forms. 

“There is but one absolutely reliable test for death,"§ 
he said, “and that is decomposition. The ordinuary prac- 
titioner is not often called on to make tests for death, 
When he is he usually finds the undertaker has been 
there before him.

Thomas and asked him for a bottle of his hundred-year-old.

She said one was enough and he gave it to her. 

Miss Richardson sent the precious bottle on to Secretary Her- 
bert, to be kept until the ship was ready to be christened. 

Secretary Herbert fondled the bottle and moistened his lips 
with the tip of his tongue. It was the /temptation of Hilary. He 
did not fall then. He said: “Get thee behind me, Satan,’’ and 
put the bottle away in his safe deposit pox. 

One day the Secretary and President Cleveland were talking 
about ths christening. The Secretary told the President about 
the bourbon. The President said he would like to see it, He 
mcant—but no matter. 

The Secretary fetched it. 

*‘Wonder if it’s the real century stuff?’ said the President, ex- 
pectorating cotton,

“It grieves me deeply,”’ he said, “to think that the bottle I 
gave Miss Richardson for patriotic purposes has been consumed 
by politicians like Mr, Herbert and Mr, Cleveland. I sometimes 
treat my friends to this rare old whisky, several bottles of which 
J have left, but I make it a point never to allow a politician to 
taste it.’’ ‘ 

Maj. Thomas has the pedigree of this whisky, “It was dis- 
tillec,”” he says, “in a little old-fashioned still-house, erected 
nearly 100 years ago, by a man named Cole, who was a contem- 
porary of Jim Gray and Old Oscar Pepper, the earliest distillers 
in Kentucky. The house stood on the Kentucky River at Frank- 
fort, and abput a half mile from the State-house. Here old Dan 
Swigert distilled this whisky. While I was in the Confederate 
army it was hidden away in the cellar of my old friend, the late 
Madison C, Johnson, where it remained until 1870. I then bottled 
it, and it has remained in the bottles ever since, and has been in 
my .cellars, carefully guarded from thirsty politicians.” 

“If Maj. Thomas has made no mistake about the birthday of his 
corn juice, it is the rarest old stuff of which connoisseurs have 
any knowledge and was worth its weight In gold, 


Hundreds of Barrels Have 
Been Buried ir Missouri 
Sands Since the Ara- 
bia Sunk in 18)". | 


HE hull of the steamer Arabia, which struck a snag in the 
Missouri River, near Parksville,.Mo., Aug. 20, 1856, and 
went to the bottom with 185 barrels of Kentucky whisky, 


has been located under a bank of sand, which is now part of a 
Misscuri farm: An excavation has been made, a caisson sunk 
and preparations are being made to take out the whisky. 

When the ship sank the whisky was 3 years old. It is there- 
fore now 44 years old, and according to the belief of the men 
who are trying to recover it, it will be the silkiest stuff which 
ever touched the lips of man and worth fabulous money, 

Land drifted ove? the sunken vessel, finally covering it en- 


tirely. Then the course of the river changed and the boat was 
left inland. Ii remained there, a hidden mine of whisky, until 
discovered the other day. 

At different times several attempts have been made to locate 
and raise the wrecked steamer. In 1875 some parties from Kansas 
City, Kan., claimed they had located the hull and began work 
to excavate for it, but the high water forced them to quit opera- 
tions. . 

In the early summer of thés year Gag Henson of Holt, Mo., 
went up there with Prof. Meyers of Kansas City, who had an 
instrument they claimed could locate any substance, provided 
the instrument was charged with the same material. 

Henson interested J. Henderson, Thomas J. Reese, John A; 
Eby and W. H. Smith, all of Holt, Mo. They leased several hun- 
dred acres surrounding the spot where the boat was believed 
to be and began a systematic search. 

“Our method,” says Eby, “was to drive iron rods down 
twenty-five or thirty feet, and if we struck nothing but soft earth 
to pull them up and strike again. We had driven over nearly 
169 acres of land and were losing heart, when suddenly the drill 
struck something hard and metallic. We pulled it up and tried 
again a few feel to the right, with the same result; then a few 
feet to the left, metal again. A third driving showed the same 
result. Then we knew we had struck our sunken whisky mine.” 

Work was temporarily suspended, but Nov. 1 was resumed. 
A hole was dug in the land and a caisson sunk, A week ago the 
men in the caisson found a box on the deck of the boat. It was 
taken out and found to contain fifty hats of the vintage of ‘56. 
They were of black felt, fairly well preserved, but the inside and 
outside bands had rotted away. 

Thursday afternoon the whisky was uncovered. The bar- 
rels were found well preserved. The revenue officers have been 
notified, They will supervise the removal of the cargo. The Gov- 
ernment. will receive about $3,000 revenue tax. 

“We expect to get 5,000 gallons of whisky and other merchan- 
dise worth in the aggregate at least $100,000,"" Mr. Eby says. 

“As to the quality of the whisky, there is no doubt in our 
minds, but some have endeavored to show that it has been 
spoiled by its long repose underground. It will certainly be the 
most remarkable liquor ever sampled, and should sell at a fancy 
figure for the mere sake of the money it will realize if doled out 
to those’ who wish to taste it as a matter of curiosity But Il 
believe it wi!tl be liquor fit for the gods.’’ 

Tbe bull is located in a sandbar or extension of the main land, 
about one and a half miles southeast and across the river from 
Parkville and a mile from shore. Tall willows and brush sur- 
round the spot, which is most dismal. An engine works night 
and day to keep out the water (as they are now below the bed 
of the river). 

There is a hole in the earth about twenty by fifteen feet. 
Over this hole are three large logs standing on end. Coming 
together at the top from this is suspended the “caisson’”’ or cof- 
fer dam. 

The deck tis thirty feet below the surface and about fifteen 
feet below standard low water.

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ARE SPANIARDS FIT FOR FREEDOM? 
BY ANTONIO MAESTRE, LATE OF SPAIN. 
One Who Has Been [lade an American by a Probation of 


Fifteen Years Says His Former Countrymen 
Should Not Be Free. 


RE the Spaniards tapable of self-government? 
A Are men of Spanish blood ready for a republican form of 
government? 

Should Cuba be free? 

Antonio Maestre, well known tn St. Louls as a" 
teacher of Spanish, which is a work of love 
with him and not a means of money making, 
is one of the very few Spaniards in this city 
who believes that his countrymen, both at home | 
and abroad, are not to be trusted with the boon 
of liberty. 

Mr. Maestre snot oppose Cuban freedom 
because he is Brosiars nor from the Spanish 
point of view. “He is an American citizen. He 
has been here fifteen years. He has a family 
of young Americans growing up about him. He 
claims to be as good an American as any- 
body born in the United States, and as 
keenly alive to the blessings of 
freedom and of a republican 
form of Government. - But he 
thinks his countrymen 
must serve an appren- 
ticeship to republican 
ideas, as he has 
done, before they 
are ready for 
freedom from ty- 

Fanny and moné 
archy. 


“The Spaniards are 
not to be trusted 
with liberty,” he 
eald. - ‘“‘The history 
of the Central American States 
proves it. They require an 
‘iron ean’ to keep them in 
check. Look at the lawless- 
ness which used to obtain in 
Mexico. I traveled extensively in that 
country in 1879 and 1880. Travelers were 
afraid to travel in a stage coach for fear 
of being held up, robbed, assaulted, per- 
haps assassinated. Brigands infested 
the whole country under Gonzales’ rule, 
and there was no such thing as law and 
order. 

“Then came Diaz, the strong man. He 
took vigorous meesures. Suspicious 
characters were arrested and shot with 
little ceremony. The consequence was that he cleared the whole 
country of footpads, brigands and desperadoes. This may be ty- 
ranny, but it is the only kind of government which suits those 
of Spanish blood. 

“The Spaniards know nothing of liberty. They cannot under- 
stand or appreciate it. For instance: I wus a free silver man 
in the last campaign.- My gold-bug friends would say to me, 
*There isn't an honest hair in the head of os silver man.’ I would 
retort, ‘You are a gold bug; well, there is not an honest hair in 
your head.’ Very well. We meet next day and talk and argue 
again. We are friends in spite of talk, but politically we differ. 
Among Spaniards such conditions cannot exist. Use language 
like that on the eve of an election to a Spaniard and out would 
come revolver or dagger and blood would flow. 


“Porce is the dominating principle in Spanish Government. 
Gonzales would never have been President of Mexico but for the 
coldiery behind him. If force were attempted here to carry an 

election the people would rise in their might 
and meet force with force. 

“I do not say that Cuba should not be free. I 
am not in sympathy with Spain tn this fight. I 
admire the pluck of the Cubans. If they can 
win I hope they will. But in my ppinion neith- 
er the Cubans nor any other people of Spanish 
blood are fitted for liberty yet. What republics 
in Central America have been established, have 
been theaters of rapidly succeeding  revolu- 
tions. 

“They must be educated. I am fit for lib- 
erty and republicanism. Why? Because I 

have served an apprenticeship of fifteen 
years as a citizen of the United States. I 
can look back and see how a 
residence here has modified 

my character, When I first 

came here I was ready to 

jump into a fight at 

the drop of a hat. 

One word was 

enough. In time I 


assimilated the ideas of 
this country. I took 
time for reflection and 
found it profitable. My 
hot Spanish blood grad- 
ually cooled, and I am 
a peaceable citizen, re- 
Specting the rights of 
Others, yet ready to de- 
fend my own. 

“Another thing, my 
countrymen are not pro- 
gressive. There is noth- 
ing progressive among 
the Spanish-Americans, 
In Mexico, in Guatema- 
la and wherever evi- 
dences of progress exist, 
they are due to Ameri- 
can money and enter- 
prise. The Germans in 
Mexico are good, solid 
citizens. They do the banking and commercial business, but they 
do not project great enterprises. The English residents do very 
little in that line. If a Spaniard has $1,000,000 he just sits back 
and enjoys himself. He has no thought of others. He does not 
furnish work and a means of livelihood to hundreds of poor men 
with his wealth. He merely lives selfishly off the interest of his 
money. 

“But an American comes along with a million, and his idea is 
to do something. A railroad is needed. He will build it. Perhaps 
itis a factory, a mine, a rolling mill—something, anything, which 
promises to yield returns, keep hirn employed and give employ- 
ment to others. American enterprise and capital is to be thanked 
for all the improvements and progress in Mexico to-day. I am 
convinced that the Spaniards can be controlled only by force.”

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WAR WITH WHITES 


WRECKS WIZARD. 


Inglorious Finish of Kagube, Lion- 
God of the Mashonas. 


AMASSED GREAT FORTUNES 
FROM IGNORANT DARKIES. 


When Game Was Up Threw Himself on 
the Mercy of White Men to 
Avoid Death, 


STRANGE tale from the Dark Con- 

tinent—a tale of astonishing sav- 

agery and gross superstition—is 
told by the British Civil Commissioner and 
Magistrate at Salisbury, Rhodesia, South 
Africa, apropos the surrender and imprison- 
ment in that town of Kagube, the famous 
witch doctor, or ion-god of the Mashonas. 
This great man had hardly been heard 
of up to eighteen months ago, but since 
that time many valuable lives and much 
treasure have been sacrificed in the effort 
to find and take him, and he has succeeded 
in getting his name into print in a way 
to make an emotional actress jealous. 
Kagube, also known as Gumbo-rishumba, 
or ‘‘Lion’s Paw,” had his hea :Jquarters near 
Chiquaqua’s kraal, thirty miles from Salis- 
bury. The natives used to Nock to him about 
deaths or sickness or other events impend- 
ing in their families. He was a skillful 
manipulator of the fortune-telling sticks, 
which every witch doctor us2s, and would 
dispense nostrums to ward off the evil eye 
or to reMove spells. He was also a ven- 
triloquist, and could make mys‘tez'ous voices 
issue from the ground, from empty huts 
and from rocks and trees. By these arts he 
acquired great wealth and enormous in- 
fluence. 
Like all his class, he was a keen observer 
of natural phenomena, and was able to 
foresee their probable results; thus he was 
able to predict the arrival of the rinderpest 
when its ravages were be ning north of 
the Zambes! River, and to foretell the 
droughts. locusts and other afflictions, ai- 
tributing them all to the anger of the Great 
Spirit. 
After the British occupation of Rhodesia 
the power of Kagube began to slip away. 
His office of arbiter was usurped by the na- 
tive Commissioner. Laws were passed pro- 
hibiting some of the Mashona customs, 
such as the killing of new-born twins, and 
the practice of witchcraft was repressed 
wherever possible. Accordingly, Kagube 
cast about for an opportunity of striking a 
blow in defense of his rights and of reas- 
serting his supremacy. The chance came 
shortly after the outbreak of the second 


'Matabele war. 


In Matabeleland the first month's fighting 
was all in favor of the blacks, but when re- 
inforcements came up and the British were 
able to take the fleid, a different complex- 
ion was put on affairs, and the continued 
reverses sustained by the natives induced 
their leader, the M’limo, to send emissaries 
into Mashonaland to create a diversion in 
that neighborhood and so harass the Eng- 
lish from another quarter. He found a 
willing coadjutor in Kagube, who wanted 
a favorable opportunity for “wiping out’’ 
the settlers, and thereupon the M’limo, with 
Kagube, the witch Nvanda from Mazoe, 
and a few more, made their headquarters 
in the Hartley district, and sent out messen- 
gers to instigate.the natives to rise against 
the whites, 

They spread the report that the white 
‘“impi,” or army, which had left Salisbury 
for Bulawayo had been annihilated; that 
Bulawayo itself was razed to the ground, 
and that now was the time for the Mash- 
onas to get back their country. They 
promised to give charms to all who would 
fight to render them proof against the bul- 
lets of the white man, and by such argu- 
ments they so worked upon the credulity of 
the people that in almost every kKaral the 
natives, even the women and children, put 
on the black beads, which were the badge of 
Mondoro, while their fighting men waited 
quietly for the signal to strike down the 
whites. 

So closely was their secret kept that when 
the time came the rising was almost simul- 
taneous in every district, and in five days 
over 100 white men, women and children 
were massacred in the outlying districts of 
Mashonaland. 

At first matters went well with the witch 
doctors. Ajl loot taken from the murdered 
Europeans was brought to them at their 
stronghold, and stern examples were made 
of natives who dared to confiscate any on 
their own account. Kagube and his con- 
freres grew rich, and began to look for- 
ward to a return of the good old times. But 
after the first paralyzing blow the settlers 
drove the satives from one village to an- 
other, beating them back and narrowing the 
area within which Kagube’ was able to 
move. al 

The allegiance of the Mashonas to their 
prophet was eélipping away. At first he was 
able to account for the reverses by announc- 
ing that the Mondoro was angry with this 
kraal for appropriating some of his loot, 
or with that kraal for half-heartedness at 
the commencement of the war. What lent 
fcolor to his plausible excuses was the 
adroitness with which he eluded capture, 
and, in spite of all the misfortunes which 
their adherence to the Kagube had brought 
upon them, the natives up to the last be- 
lieved that hé wag a divine, invulnerable 
being, and that in the end he would emerge 
triumphant, 

This superstition prolonged the war long 
after it should have died out, and rendered 
the task of reducing the natives far harder 
in Mashonaland than in Matabeleland 
where they knew when they were beaten. 
On several octasions native prisoners have 
revealed to the authorities the hiding place 
of Kagube, but nothing would induce them 
to conduct the soldiers to it, or to lay vio- 
lent hands on him themselves. On more 
than one occasion, when Sir Richard Mar- 
tin and his troops thought they had laid 
hands ou him, they captured a nest of rebels, 
only to find that their bird had flown. , 

But in the id the old fox realized that 
the game wasup, and judged it safer to 
throw himeelf/on the clemency of the white 
men thaa t6Wun the risk of being shot. The

Sometimes the pulpit 
is like the editorial chair. Men get in who have no individual- 
ity. But when we have men like Beecher, Phillips Brooks, 
Talmage and a hundred others, how can men like Dr. Tyr- 
rell say that we have no thinkers? 

I believe that preachers should speak forcibly on the social 
evils of the day. Ido not believe in sensationalism, but a 
minister should do his duty in this matter, and he can do it 
quietly but effectively. 

As for creeds, let me say this. Every man’s creeds ig his 
own interpretation of the Bible. No member of any Protestant 
church is called upon to embrace any creed which he cannot 
honestly believe. After all, men differ not so much in creed 
as in the interpretation put on certain articles of faith.

If he came by his money hon- 
estly, he is entitled to it, and if he got it dishonestly, that is 
his own calamity. He will have to give an account of it, in 
either event, and if he is religious, he is all right, in either 
case. 

I believe that wealthy men are coming to realize that they 
must in some way lighten the burdens of the laboring classes, 
or they will right themselv@@in one grand revolution. 

The pulpit has its place, and the gospel will cover all of these 
points, if preached purely and simply. 

EV. M. GORIN, Pastor of the Cook Avenue M. 

R E. Church, South, at Cook and Spring avenues, be- 

lieves that Dr. Tyrrell is presuming a great deal when he 

claims that the pulpit is “‘the unfittest place for a thinker.” Dr. 

Tyrrell, he says, is preaching reformation. He is preaching sal- 
vation, which he considers a step higher. 

HE fact of a man’s having entered the pulpit does not 
enjoin him from thinking. Dr. Tyrrell’s position is pre- 
sumptive. He occupies a pulpit and he evidently believes 

he thinks. His tirade on creeds is an idea handed down by 
the founder of his church, Mr. Campbell. Dr. Tyrrell has a 
creed of some kind, either implied or expressed. It is impos- 
sible for a man to ke without one. ) 

I regard the creed of my own church as an authoritative ex- 
pression of the doctrines of the Bible and it serves as a bond 
of union between the ministers of the many churches of my 
denomination. Their assent is voluntary. It is founded on the 
Bible, which is the only infallible rule of faith and practice. 

Dr. Tyrrell is preaching reformation. I am preaching sal- 
vation, which is a step higher and includes all of the social 
and moral evils of the day. I believe that the gospel of Jesus 
Christ is aremedy for all wrongs and all sin. That preaching 
which strives for mere reformation is below the mark of the 
gospel. 

He intimates that preachers do not deal sufficiently with the 
social evil and financial problems of the day for fear of of- 
fending the rich members of their congregations. I say that it 
is not necessary to preach more than the gospel. That covers 


all. 
EV. E. DUCKWORTH, Rector of St. James’ Epis- 
R copal Church, at Goode and Cote Brilliante avenues, 
agrees with, Dr. Tyrrell that there is too much theological 
thinking and not enough application of the principles of Chris- 
tianity. He considers church creeds essential to the progress of 
religion, but does not believe that they necessarily restrict the 
freedom of thought. 
AGREE with Dr. Tyrrell that the thinking of to-day is 
| largely along the lines of theology, with but little practical 
applicatién. The absolute needs of the present hour is that 
we should be profitable to our times. But, as for any criticism 
of the pulpit, I should be slow to make it, as I hear very 
few sermons and only such as are reported in the newspapers. 
It seems to me that the supreme need of the hour Is not 
the fantastic supposed original treatment of some odd text of 
scripture, but the proclamation of God's standard of righte- 
ousness in relation to every phase of ffe—social, religious or 
political.

The multiplication of sects, 
I take it, is the result of individuality, fostered and intensi- 
fled by the very thought of which Dr. Tyrrell claims there has 
been such a lack. 

EV. ROBERT A. HOLLAND, Rector of St. George’s 


Episcopal Church, at Olive Street and Pendleton 
avenue, is bitter in his denunciation of Dr. Tyrrell’s query 
concerning thinkers in the pulpit. Absolute liberty of conscience 
and thought is the right which he claims and practices. “Unays- 
tematic thought is mere opinion,” he avers. “Dr. Tyrrell is the 
motley clown of opinion.”’ 
HERE is not a thought I think that I do not utter, EI 
have absoluteliberty. We have the right to put our owa 
construction on the creed of the Episcopal Church. 

A creed is symbolic, rather than scientifice. I believe in it 
as poetical rather than as a literal statement of doctrine. For 
example, the Bible speaks of Christ as sitting at the right 
hand of God. Now, God hasn't a right hand, any more than 
he has a left leg. If Christ has been sitting for 18,000 years 
it is about time he got up and looked around His universe. 

As to liberty of thought in the pulpit, I will state that I 
was the first minister to preach a sermon against eternal tor- 
ture. I was brought to trial by a member of my congrega- 
tion and my bishop stood by me, because he said there was 
no such doctrine in the Bible. 

What is that but liberty of thought? 

The only thought worthy of the name is philosophic. 

In these days, to think means a knowledge of the history of 
thought and its development, from the rude beginning of Hin- 
doo pantheism, now smattered at by Christian science, up to 
the logic of Hegel. Nobody who does not know Hegel can pre- 
tend to think. Thought is systematic. Unsystematic thought 
is mere opinion. Iam forced to say that very few of the men 
in the church or out of it, for that matter, are thinkers ip 
the highest term. 

Dr. Tyrrell is the motley clown of opinion. 

The men he cites as thinkers were not such. 

Wickliffe was a reformer who felt, rather than thqught, the 
truth. He led the multitude by moving on their leve) of mind. 

Luther cursed philosophy because he did not know what 
it was. Bunyan was a poet, a sort of Robert Burns In prose. 
One of the Wesleys was a hymn writer, the other a magnificent 
crank. Roger Williams isn’t worth talking about. 

If there is any proof that the pulpit is hostile to thought, 
it is the fact that Frank G. Tyrrell is a preacher. 

We will have to establish a church and give it the power 
of a nation if we want to correct the political and social evils. 

Social evils are being met and conquered in every genera- 
tion. What was virtue in past agcs is sin to-day. We are 
correcting these evils by the education of the race. This 
war with evil will go on forever, for it would create soul stag- 
nation if it were to cease. People would say: “We are 
through; there is nothing more to do.” When evil ceases, 
good will cease, for goodness is simply evil overcome. It is 
right to attack evil, but the attack requires patience that can 
wait while it wars. 


EV. 8S. I. LINDSAY, Pastor of the Brank Memoria]

There thep 
got breakfast and were transported is 
wagons to the hunting grounds, 

In the two days’ sport about 6,000 jack 
rabbits were dispatched to the Elyssian 
fields where there are no hunters, neither 
powder no: ball. | 

There are still a few left, and by this 
time next year there will be enough to fur~ 
nish sport for another train load of hunte 
ers. 

The female jack rabbit breeds every six 
weeks of the year, except during October, 
November and December, and drops from 
five to seven in each litter. As five healthy 
jack rabbits can eat as much as a sheep, 
the annual slaughter is really necessary, 


AN EAGLE IN STONE. 
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Curious Monument in North Georgia 


Which Antedates Civilization. 


D= in the State of Georgia, in Pute 


nam County, is a atrange monument, 

which, while not as old perhaps as 
the Egyptian Sphinx, is almost as remark- 
able froen the view point of its construc- 
tion. It is on the plantation of Goodwin 
Scott and consists of a mass of stones 
formed into the shape of a huge eagle lying 
on the ground with outstretched wings. 

It is known locally as the “Spread Baglile 
Monument.” It extends over nearly an acre 
of ground and the highest point—the breast 
of the bird—is twenty feet from the sur- 
rounding surface. The monument is of ex- 
cellent proportions and its prehistoric de- 


s'gner must have been an artist of no mean . 


ability. A geologist has estimated that it 
must have taken 300 men fully three years 
to arrange the stones of which the bird 
monument is formed. A small portion of 
the upper part of the breast has been de- 
stroyed by vandals, but otherwise it is in 
perfect condition. 

While there is no positive knowledge as 
to its origin, the local inhabitants have 
this pretty legend of the monument. I¢ 
was told recently by a Georgian whe 
chanced to be on a visit to the capital. 

“Of course, Uke all unique and ancient 
curiosities,” he said, “thie ‘spread eagle” 
monument has a story or legend connected 
with its origin. 


“The tribe was small and their peaceful . 


disposition caused the more powerful tribes 
to leave them alone in eecluson. After 
years of quiet and contentment a cloud 
came and hovered over them. This cloud 
was in the shape of an enormous bird, and 
its food was human beings. As easily as @ 
hawk could carry off a bird, this eagle 
would dart duwn on an unsuspecting sav- 
age, eelze him in its enormous claws and 
pear him away. Some of the bravest war- 
riors and hunters were carried off and the 
great eagle became:-a reigning terror. 

“On the top of a tall mountain the eagle 
made its home, and the mountain is sup- 
posed to be Stone Mountain, near Atianta, 
Expeditions were formed to kill the eagle, 
but this was not accomplished until a tall, 
handsome, powerful young Indlan named 
Maneeco had his young wife, Eulahaha, 
taken away by the monster bird, when he 
followed it to its mountain home and eent 
an arrow through its heart. 

“Maneeco loved his wife dearly, and one 
day as he returned from a hunt with a deer 
thrown across his shoulder, he hallooed te 
Eulahaha on entering the village, and she, 
all glowing with pride at her husband's suc- 
cess, ran out to meet him. When only @ 
short distance from the wigwam there was 
a great rushing sound, like the roaring of 
a mighty wind, and the eagle darted down 
upon her, and, selzing her with his great 
talons, bore her away. 

“Just as the sun was rising on the fourth 
day of the disappearance of the eagle and 
Maneeco’s departure, the natives were 
startled by a loud warwhoop on the out- 
skirts of the villege. On gathering there 
a strange sight met their gaze. 

“An Indian warrior stood facing them, 
but in such a pitiable plight that at first he 
was not recognised as Maneecco, Great 
masses of fierh had been stripped from all

Two years 
ago he made a contest and won, defeating Fred Macartney, a 
prominent hotel man. His principal contest was made against 
the water company, which has charged what it pleased for 
gears. Incidentally the street car company, with its street- 
grabbing propensities; the gas company, which wisely laid 
down after a two years’ fight, and the electric light company, 
which now has a case in court, came in for attention. Mac. 
Vicar’s term has not been entirely successful, for the Aldermen 
elected with him have been against him. They refused to 
Stand on the platform and have retarded municipal ownership 
in many ways. 

Until ten days ago the contest against MacVicar has been

To the Editor of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
OUR years ago, in company with a number of 
F public spirited citizens in Des Moines, we under- 
took to Dring about a reduction of water rates 
by municipal control. We succeeded in having passed 
a regulating ordinance reducing water rates 33 1-3 per 
cent, saving to our citizens, directly and indirectly, 
over $50,000 annually, and causing a reduction in the 
tax levy for public rentals from 5 mills to 2 mills. A 
similar movement caused a reduction of over 30 per 


cent on gas rates and 35 per cent on rates for electric 
lights. 

The platform on which I was elected to the office of 
Mayor two years ago was for municipal ownership, 
municipal control and reduction of taxes. This plat- 
form caused the issue of municipal ownership and con- 
trol to be placed befere the people for the first time. 
The result was I was nominated by acclamation in 
the convention, after a fierce fight in which every fran- 
chise corporation in the city took part against me, |] 
believe my record as an official has been such that I 
can enter the coming contest upon the same identica] 
platform, and expect even more pronounced opposition 
‘from the corporations holding franchises in the city of 
Des Moines, During my administration city taxes 
bave been reduced about 6 mills. 

IT have faith in the ultimate triumph of the cause 
of municipal ownership in America and believe this 
reform, linked together with civil service in municipal- 

- ‘fties, will place American cities in a position second 
to none in good and economical city government. 
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made on the same old grounds—opposition to muncipal owner- 
ship on the theory that it is expensive, leading to corruption 
of city officials, and nof a success wherever tried. Since the 
announcement of John Sherman, a nephew of John Shertnan, 
Secretary of State in McKinley’s Cabinet, as a candidate for 
Mayor a complete change of front has been taken and practi- 
cally everybody in town is for municipal ownership, from the 
attorneys of the water and other corporations down. In fact, 
it is startling, the number of converts the movement has sud- 
denly acquired. Sherman will within a few days issue a long 
manifesto to the public, which, it is understood, is being pre- 
pared by A. B. Cummins, attorney for the water company, in 
which he will make the most radical demands for municipal 
ownership of all semi-public corporations, far more radical than 
MacVicar's platform, which is the same as two years ago. It is 
a well-known fact that the corporations are behind Sherman 
and that he has a large campaign fund, probably $5,000 at least. 
It is a novel method of procedure, which will confuse many 
people, and the outcome of the contest will be closely watched, 
particularly as MacVicar was only recently elected President of 
the National League of Municipalities, and has a standing the 
country over as a worker for municipal ownership.

| The young Duchess (who was Consuelo 
' Vanderbilt), has now completed her task of 
restoring Blenheim to the magnificence it 
has not known for a century. She is artis- 
tic, and everywhere in the palace is evi- 
dence of her decorative tastes. The an- 
tiquity of great part of the furniture was 
‘its only claim to consideration, while the 
draperies and hangings were in a moth- 
eaten, tattered condition, except in a few 


of the living rooms. 
These dilapidated furnishings have been 
replaced by most elegant modern work, 
and every room of the huge mansion from 
end to end has been restored with admira- 
-ble taste. Walls that were hung with dingy 
tapestry have been covered with exquis- 
ftely tinted» French brocades, and heavy 
silk curtains, copied from renowned mod- 
els, screen the windows which long have 
: been closed, 

The work of renovation has been accom- 
plished with artistic appropriateness, which 
excites the unfeigned admiration of all vis- 
itors. A noteworthy feature in the Duch- 
ess’ favorite sitting and drawing-rooms and 
her boudoir is the wealth of lovely flowers 
that everywhere abound, while photographs 
of American women are very numerous, and 
American magazines are scattered about 
the Hbrafy, which is furnished in white 
and red. The Duchess has resolved that 
the revived glories of Blenheim shall be en- 
joyed by all of her friends and county 
neighbors.

Besides the reports of the mercantile 
agencies were encouraging, particularly as 
they referred to the: conditions existing in 
the iron and its related industries. On 
these influences a buying demand set in, 


which was largely composed of the covering 
of short contracts, of which it is believed a 
considerable amount are outstanding in this 
market. The London prices for American 
stocks were quoted a shade above the local 
closing figures, but very little was done 
here for foreign account. 

The market closed strong. 

Money market conditions have come to 
the fore this week in the general situa- 
tion and are likely to occupy a prominent 
osition for some weeks to come. There 
ag been a general advance in rates for 
all forms of banking accommodation, and, 
while the figures reached cannot reason- 
ably be regarded ag stringent, they yet &D- 
pear so to those accustomed to the ple- 
thoric conditions which have prevailed prac 
tically since the 1896 elections. The chief 
cause of the advance was the necessary 
contraction in loans by reason of pay- 
ment into the treasury on Thursday of $8,- 
000,000 on account of the settlement of the 
Union Pacifie’s debt to the Government. 
That the payment of such a sutn should 
produce so much effect is rather significant 
as it indicates the hitherto easy state of 
the money market was due quite as much 
to the lack of demand as to the quantity 
of the supply, and, indeed, considering the 
expanded state of the bank’s loan account 
and the limited surplus reserves, the sup- 
ply is no more than adequate. 

The greater firmness of the money market 
has checked the improving tend:ncy in the 
stock market, and the week has been rather 
dull and uninteresting. Aside from _ the 
state of the money market there has been 
little change in the situation. The traffic 
returns of the railways continue to show 
gratifying gains, and their prosperity was 
reflected this week in the specific cases of 
the Big Four and the Southern railway divi- 
dends having been resumed on the preferred 
stock of the first, anda second dividend hav- 
ing been declared on the latt«r. With the 
exception of the anthracite stocks, whicn 
have enjoyed special strength, the list has 
lost ground on the week, but the losses have 
not been severe. It may be expected that 
the market for the remainder of the ycar 
will continue to reflect money market con- 
ditions. Owing to the anticipation of the 
payment of the maturing Pacific railroad 
bonds by the Government, the ensuing w«ek 
should see all chances of actual stringency 
removed. 

It is known, however, that the maturing 
currency ponds are for the most part held 
in a way/y which their retircment and the 
incidental shifting of money will be accom- 
plished with the least possible friction un- 
der the circumstances,

Europe unusually large, while the foreign 
markets have not shown the strength that 
might be expected from the bullishness dis- 
played on this side. 

Receipts both here and at Chicago are 
phenomenally heavy, and nearly all of the 
wheat now coming is of contract grades. 
Receipts in the northwest are also heavy 
and there are no indications of any more 
falling off than is usual at this season. 

A theavy increase is expected in the -vis!- 
ble supply to-morrow, and experts are 
figuring it at about 1,500,000 or more. 
Clearances of wheat and flour for the 
week, according to Bradstreet, were muth 
smalier than they have been for some time, 
in spite of the heavy export business re- 
ported at San Francisco. 

Local stocks are increasing steadily and 
all but about 500,000 bushels of the wheat 
in public elevators in St. Louis at present 
is contract wheat. 

These stocks, amounting to nearly 1,800,- 
000 bushels, together with the wheat taken 
by special agreement at outside points anda 
in private elevators make about 2,225,000 
bushels of wheat delivered to the local 
“bull *lique’’ on December contracts, and 
from the present indications there will be 
nearly 1,000,000 bushels more to deliver be- 
fore the December option runs out, 

To carry this wheat, figuring insurance, 
elevator charges, interest and shrinkage, 
will cost at least 2 cents per bushel per 
month. With the season more than half 
gone, prospects for a large crop, heavy re- 
ceipts, light trading and a falling off of the 
export clearances the prospects for dispos- 
ing of this wheat at a profit de not look 
bright, as the knowledge of the fact that 
the stocks of wheat are in the hands of a 
few individuals will tend to check short 


selling. 


The heavy snow fall, which was general 
throughout the winter wheat belt, has 
given the growing plant the covering needed 
to protect it from the rigors of winter and 
greatly improved the outlook. 

The late start caused by the long drought, 
and the consequent tender condition of the 
plant when overtaken by winter, caused 
some apprehension that the crop might be 
winter-killed, but the present ample snow 
protection will give it a chance to develop 
root enough to carry it through the winter. 
The heavy receipts at primary points 
continue, but shipments from these points 
are growing lighter, showing that in spite of 
our enormous exports stocks are accumu- 
lating and there are no indications that the 
heavy drain is being seriously felt. 
The exports of wheat and flour from both 
coasts of the United States and Canada 
from July 8 to date were equal to 119,104,399 
bu, and yet our availabie supply is steadily 
increas.ng. 

Advices received by the leading commis- 
sion houses indicate that there are still 
large quantities of wheat in the country 
that w.ll come out if prices continue at 
their present level, and local receipts instead 
of decreasing are steadily growing heavier. 
Receipts in the Northwest are still heavy 
for this season of the year, and stocks at 
Minneapolis and Duluth will soon be as 
heavy as they were a year ago. 

The condition of the crop in the United 
Kingdom is even better than the condition 
in this country, and the Mark Lane Express 
estamates the increase in the acreage at 
more than 10 per cent over that sown last 
ear. 

English farmers continue to offer wheat 
quite freely and show no inclination to 
abate their offers. Prices do not seem to 
indicate any serious fear of a scarcity, as 
the average price paid for English wheat 
for the last few weeks has been only equal 
to $1.01% per bushel. 

According to the figures furnished by the 
Minnesota Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
mission, No, 1 hard wheat costing 89%c at 
Duluth, when delivered in London, figur- 
ing all elevator and inspection charges, 
commissions, freight, insurance, demur- 
rage, towing, trimming and shrinkage in 
we-ght, is at least $1.103-10 per bushel, so 
it will be seen that the present prices ob- 
tained by English farmers for their wheat 
do not look very bullish, especially in view 
of the fact that English patent flours com- 
mand a better price in the London markets 
than American spring wheat patents, 
Stocks in London are nearly as large as 
they were a year ago, and stocks of flour 
in Liverpool are heavier than they were 
last year and the market very quiet. 

The latest advices from France state that 
the condition of the growing wheat crop 
in that country ie 90 per cent as compared 
w'th 70 per cent a year ago, which is equiv- 
alent to an increase of over 28% per cent 
over last year’s condition, and the leading 
authorities estimate the increased acreage 
Over last year at 1,000,000 acres. 

The recent rains have greatly improved 
the outlook and farmers are highly en- 
couraged. 

Imports of wheat continue to some ex- 
tent, but millers are eaid to be greatly dis- 
couraged over the outlook for the Tour 
trade, and many mills are shutting down 
on account of the light demand. 

From Russia the news in regard to the 
growing crop is also encouraging. A heavy 
snowfall has been general, and has atoned 
for the backward condition of the crop 
when it went into winter quarters. 
Beerbohm estimates that Russia will be 
able to export from twelve to fourteen 
miilion quarters, or from 96,000,000 to 112,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat this season by 
drawing upon her reserves and the con- 
tinued heavy shipments from that country 
would seem to bear out this assertion 
Reports from other European countries 
are nearly as favorable, and Asia Minor 
and North African crop prospects are also 
,excellent, so the present world’s wheat crop 
Starts out under extremely favorable con- 
ditions. 

The latest news from Argentine tends to 
discredit the stories of damage to the 
wheat crop in°-that country and different 
authorities estimate the exportable surplus 
all the way from 30,000,000 to 50,000,000 bu. 
Chili will also have a big crop and thew 
advices from India are aiso extremely fa- 
vorable.

IT WILL BE PROFITABLE, TOO. 


HIS INVESTIGATIONS SHOW THAT 
DIVIDENDS WILL COME AT 3 
CENTS A BUSHEL TARIFF. 


RAILROADS CAN’T COMPETE. 


The Proposed Line Would Attract Mil- 
lions of Bushels of Grain to St. 
Louis, Railroad Men Tell 
Mr. Francis. 


Ex-Gov. D. R. Francis is enthusiast!c 
Over the new steel barge Hne'’s prospects. 
He believes that every patriotic St. Louisan 
should work for the success of the pro- 
ject. He sees emancipation in it. 

“We feel gratified at the progress made,” 
€aid the Governor last night, ‘‘but our 
work is by no means yet accomplished. 
We cannot be said to have made any ef- 
fort thus far to procure subscriptions; our 
time and attention have been devoted to 
educating the public as to the necessity of 
cheap river transportation in order to re- 
gain our lost grain trade and to retain that 
which remains. 

“The Post-Dispatch. has been rendering 
very valuable assistance in this line and 
we think the public mind hag been suffi- 
ciently impressed to respond promptly to 
appeals when made by our different com- 
mittees, as will be done within a few 
days. The editorial in the Post-Dispatch 
of Thursday, ‘A Steel Barge Line,’ stated 
the gitation in a concise and forceful man- 
mer, and I think will have a telling effect. 

“A meeting of the committee of th§rty, 
fifteen appointed s | the Merchants’ Ex- 
change and fifteen the Business Mén’s

If your question means to ask 
whether I shall be President, 
that while it may seem in bad taste to de- 
cline a position before it is tendered, still 
I could under no circumstances accept the 
place, I am acting as Chairman of fhe 
Committee of the Merchants’ Exchange, to 
which thie question was referred, and am 
doing so at the personal request of the 
President of the Exchange, as well as 
through a sense of public duty. 

*“*My experience in the grain business as a 
buyer of grain in the St. Louis market, as 
a carrier of grain in St. Louis and as a 
grain exporter have enabled me to see the 
danger and the necessities of the situation. 

“My interest in the city of St. uis, out- 
side of my grain business, is much greater 
than my interest in the D. R. Francis & 
Bro. Commission Company. 

“IT amin no way connected with any eleva- 
tor interest in St. Louis. My arrangements 
have been made to do a grain exporting busi- 
ness along the lines not leading to or through 
St. Louis, and for five months my business 
has been transacted along those lines. 
have been compelled to adopt that policy 
because grain could be moved from the 
fields of production to tidewater by routes 
cheaper than those leading through St.Louis. 
Competition in the handting of grain is very 
strong, so strong that #0 per bushel, or 
even 1-16c will determine the route the grain 
will take. 

“As Chairman of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change Committee on a steel barge line, I 
have given the subject careful considera- 
tion, and although not an experienced navi- 
gator, my inquiries have led me to the con- 
clusion that the Mississippi River can be 
euccessfully navigated by steel barges of 
sufficiently light draft to be operated on 
four feet of water. I also believe that can 
be done profitably at a tariff of three cents 
per bushel on grain from St. Louis to New 
Orleans. Railroad men inform me that 
euch a rate will attract many million bush- 
els of grain to -*% Louls which have here- 

one elsewhere. 
one Suave said before, it seems unreason- 
able to contend that water transportation 
yortation when the roadway in the former 
ts provided and maintained by nature with- 
out cost to the transportation company 
while the roadway for the latter costs from 
$20,000 to $40,000 per mile to construct, is 
bonded from $40,000 to $60,000 per m.le, and fn 
addition. to the fixed interest charge, re- 
quires a considerable outlay for mainte- 


nce. 

ep he finest trunk lines in the country, 
running from Chicago, Duluth and Minne- 
apol's to the Atlantic seaboard, cannot suc- 
ceasfully compete with lake transportation, 
as whalebacks and lake steamers take to 
Ruffalo over 75 per cent of the grain shipped 
East from Chicago and Duluth. 

“I beleve St. Louls is very backward tn 
not adopting modern methods for cheapen- 
ing transportation, and (if the barge line 
now proposed is not organized and operated 
it will be for the reason that our eople are 
satisfied with the growth in other kinds 
of business and are reconciled to the loss 
of a very valuable grain trade. I cannot 
believe progressive c'tizens will be so blind 
to their bert interests. 

“Tt ya true that other grain exporters 

are not disposed to take part in this move- 
ment, but their lukewarmness ts attributa- 
bie to the fact of their having established 
relations with. transportation routes lead- 
ing direct to Gulf and Atlantic ports with- 
out coming through 8t. Louis. 
-*T predict, however, that the subscription 
will be obtained, the company formed. the 
towboats and barges constructed and oper- 
ated. and that within ten years from this 
time grain will be loaded on the lakes in 
steel Co rees and towed by a canal to the 
Mississippi River and thence to the Gulf.

LONDON, Dec. 18.—The announcement 
from Vienna to-day that Russia had sejzed 
Port Arthur, was regarded as the first 
step in thie partition of China among Euro- 
pean powers. To-night, however, a dis- 
patch from St. Petersburg says that a Rus- 
sian squadron under Rear Admiral Reaonua 
hag entered Port Arthur, on the Chinese 
coast, with the entire acquiescence of the 
Chinese Government. The squadron intends 
to remain at Port Arthur throughout the 
Winter. This is due solely to the need of 
a temporary winter station, and involves no 
question jof forcible occupation or hostile 
demonstration or ‘any intention against 
China, Germany, Japan or any other power.

“STARK, STARING MAD.” 


London apers Comment on _ the 
Kaiser’s Latest Performarce.

LONDON, Dec. 18.—Poor Prince Henry of 
Prussia should not be ridiculed too severely. 
They were not this’ speeches that he de- 
livered at Kiel, but were the product of 
Emperor William’s erratic brain. 

As Prince Henry had hitherto been re- 
garded as a young man of average san- 
ity his outrageous speeches on the occasion 
of his departure for China excited the ut- 


most astonishment. It was assumed that 
he was beginning to manifest, only ina 
more aggravated form, his brother’s mania, 
but the mystery is now explained by Ber- 
lin correspondents. 

The Kalser feared that Prince Henry 
would not do justice to the situation in 
requisite strain of hyperbole wrote the 
speeches beforehand and compelled his 
brother to commit them to memory. Com- 
ments of the German press on these wild 
utterances show keenly resentment at the 
ridicule cast on the Fatherland by such 
exiravagant performances of the Kaiser, 
who is declared to be in a state of excite- 
ment causing intense apprehension to the 
smpress and suite lest his reason may give 
way altogether. 

The general opinion of Kiel is voiced by a 
diplomat’s remark: 

“It ig @ great pity that Germany, hay- 
Ing an easy, safe and simple, though slightly 
precesl piece of work on hand, should not 
e able to perform it without setting the 
world laughing.”’ 

The paper is full of comments on the sub- 
ject. The Times says: 

“The august utterances are worthy of he- 
roes of melodrama and would seem high- 
flown to modern ideas if uttered by Philip 
II. as he dispatched the Armada; or Colum- 
bus as he started to carry the dominion of 
Spain over the ocean. The Kaiser evoked 
memories of Metz and Sedan to encourage 
Prince Henry to keep a stout heart as he 
faces the perils of the Suez Canal, and the 
terrors of the China seas. Prince Henry's 
peroration was closed by a specimen of al- 
most self-embasement, unique in the an- 
nals of modern Furope.”

HAVANA, Dec. 18.—There i« confirmation 
of the execution of Col. Ruiz, Bilanco’s 
peace emissary. It Is now known that Col. 
tuiz proceeded into the country on Monday 
last, having previously written a letter to 
the insurgent General, Arangueren. To- 
night @ consular employe, Senor Tosca, whe 
had been commissioned by United States 
Consul-General Lee to make inquiries, re 
turned from Campo Florido, three leagues 
distant from the insurgent encampment at 
Tumba Cuatro. He says he met outposts 
of Arangueren's foree, and that the chief 
of the party confirmed the report that on his 
arrival Col. Ruiz was met by Arangueren 
and an escort of twelve men who received 
him warmly. Ruiz urged the party to ac- 
cept autonomy and congratulated himself 
that he would induce them to return with 
him to Havanat 

The insurgents in camp had not been 
prepared for the visit by Arangueren and 
seeing Ruiz in his uniform and learning 
the object of his visit they demanded the 
application of the proclamation of Gomez 
and Rodriguez, which orders the ini#ction 
of the death penalty on all persons who 
attempt to induce chiefs of the rebellion to 
surrender. 

In compliance with their “demands «4 
court-martial was formed and the sentence 


of death was passed upon Ruiz. 

Senor Tosca adds that Arangueren stood 
aloof during the trial and allowed the death 
sentence to be carried out. Col. Ruis was 
executed with a machete.

ALL EUROPE IS WONDERING 
WHAT THE GERMAN EMPEBR-

THOSE SPEECHES AT KIEL. 


It Is Said That the Kaiser Wrote His 
Brother’s Address, Which Has 
Caused So Much Com- 
ment, 


LONDON, Dec. 18.—The announcement 
from Vienna to-day that Russia had -seized 
Port Arthur, was regarded as the first 
step in the partition of China among Euro- 
pean powers. To-night, however, a dis- 
patch from St. Petersburg says that a Rus- 
sian squadron under Rear Admiral Reaonua 
has entered Port-Arthur, on the Chinese 
coast, with the entire acquiescence of the 
Chinese Government. The squadron intends 
to remain at Port Arthur throughout the 
Winter. This is due solely to the need of 
a temporary winter station, and involves no 
question of forcible occupation or hostile 
demonstration or ‘any intention against 
China, Germany, Japan or any other power. 


ON THE WAY TO CHINA 


Two American Warships Ordered to 
Join the Asiatic Squadrcn. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 18.—The send- 
ing of the cruiser Raleigh from Smyrna to 
Chinese waters has excited much comment 
here. It is held to indicate that important 
dispatches have been received from Minis- 
ter Denby, and that the Raleigh goes on 
his recommendation. Secretary Long de- 
nies that there ig any significance in his 
order to the Rale'gh, but admits that the 
Asiatic squadron is to be strengthened. The 
State Department officials aleo refuse to 
admit the receipt of advices from Minister 
Denby. The gunboat Helena was given 
sailing orders to-day also, and is on her 
way to China. This, however, has been in 
contemplation some time, and is not re- 
garded as unuéual. 


“STARK, STARING MAD.”

LONDON, Dec. 18.—Poor Prince Henry of 
Prussia should not be ridiculed too severely. 
They were not his’speeches that he de- 
livered at Kiel, but were the product of 
Emperor William’s erratic brain. 

As Prince Henry had hitherto been fre- 
garded as a young man of average san- 
ity his outrageous speeches on the occasion 
of his departure for China excited the ut- 


most astonishment. It was assumed that 
he was beginning to manifest, only ina 
more aggravated form, his brother’s mania, 
but the mystery is now explained by Ber- 
lin correspondents. 

The Kalser feared that Prince Henry 
would not do justice to the situation in 
requisite strain of hyperbole wrote the 
speeches beforehand and compelled his 
brother to commit them to memory. Com- 
ments of the German press on these wild 
utterances show keenly resentenent at the 
ridicule cast on the Fatherland by such 
extravagant performances of the Kaiser, 
who is declared to be in a state of excite- 
ment causing intense apprehension to the 
iXmpress and suite lest his reason may give 
way altogether. 

The genera) opinion of Kiel is volced by a 
diplomat’s remark: 

“It is a great pity that Germany, hay- 
ing an easy, safe and simple, though slightly 
poration, piece of work on hand, should not 
ce able to perform it without setting the 
world laughing.’’

He saya he met outposts 
of Arangueren’s force, and that the chief 
of the party confirmed the report that on his 
arrival Col. Rulz was met by Arangueren 
and an escort of twelve men who received 
him warmly. Ruiz urged the party to ac- 
cept autonomy and congratulated himself 
that he would them to return with 
him to Havanat 

The insurgents in camp had not been 
prepared for the visit by Arangueren and 
seeing Ruiz in his uniform and learning 
the object of his visit they demanded the 
application of the proclamation of Gomez 
and Rodriguez, which orders the in&fction 
of the death penalty on all persons who 
attempt to induce chiefs of the rebellion to 
surrender.

Spalding had hidden himself after the crash and had only 
that night delivered himself to the’ police. 

“Liberty is as dear to me as it is to any man,” he told his 
friends, “‘but I cannot purchase it at the price of honor.” , 

Iionor! And he had deserted his wife for a girl with black 
hair and rosy cheeks. 

So Spaiding went to jail, and since that time no friend has 
lifted a hand to help him. Only Miss Efwin remained faithfui 
to him. She gave up the $61,000 in bonds and land that Spalding 
had given her, as well as the $20,000 house, in the hope that it 
would save him from prison. When she found that her sac- 
riflee had failed she brought suit to recover her property. 

Tne specific charge upon which Spalding was convicted was 
embezzling $2400 in endowments of the University of Illinois. 
Lack of criminal intent was the point which Spalding made 
In the first trial and which the jury believed. In the second 
trial the jury was allowed to draw its own conclusions and 
“intent’’ was ruled out.

Submarine Voyage. 


A POST-DISPATCH REPRESENTA- 
TIVE DESCRIBES HIS 
STRANGE EMOTIONS. 


GLAD TO REACH THE ‘TOP. 


She Captain Made an Oyster Stew and 
Boiled Coffee While the Boat 
Was at the Bottom of 
the Stream. * 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 18.—I spent three 
hours and a half Wednesday traveling 
along the bottom of the. Patapsoo River 4s 
the Post-Dispatch representative aboard 
the submarine vessel and locomotive Arso- 
naut when she made her official trip. The 
existing emotions which ran their conflict- 
ing courses and thronged my brain that 
day will not soon be forgotten. A brief 
description of the boat should precede my 
Story. 

The argonaut resembles a steel egg, with 
a coning tower about the size of a barrel 
rising from the center of the top of tne 
craft. She is 36 feet long and 9 feet beam. 
The vessel is sunk by admitting water inio 
ballast tanks and raised by pumping the 
Water out. 

In shallow water she is drawn into the 
Submerged boat by hollow copper masts, 
Which extend above the surface of the 
river or sea, and she is propelled by a gas 
engine. In deep sea work the craft will 
use compressed air for the crew, and the 
engine will be driven by storage batteries, 
The ‘bow of the yessei contains air-locks 
and a door by which divers may go out in 
the Argonaut while she is under water. 
Attached to the bottom are two weights, 
each a ton, which can be released in case 
of accident and the Argonaut will go to 
the sufface. The first party was too nnu- 
merous for the seats and when the inyentor 
Said, “One of you will have to get out,’’ 
six doubtful gubmarineé explorers made a 
rush to accept the rejection and climbed 
out of the boat and went ashore, half glad 
of the opportunity to make a pretense that 
they were angry. Four of us, one a woman, 
remained aboard, 

The first trip was uneventful though 
thrilling to me. While the craft was at the 
bottom of the channel I was startled to see 
a jet of water shoot into the boat from one 
of its sides.- My heart sank within me; I 
thought we were gone, The water wet the 
leather strap which runs the pump which 
emptied the ballast tank. This caused the 
belt to slip and the pump was useless, 

The crew manned the hand-pump and the 
tanks were emptied sufficiently to raise the 
craft from the muddy channel in which We 
were temporarily stuck. About this time 
the rush of air through the boat and the 
hum of the machinery made my ears rng 
with the sound of distant chimes. When 
we reached shallow water and the lid af 
the. coning tower was opened, I felt as if 
some one had given me a good slap on the 
ears, It must have been caused by i®e 
collision of the atmospheres. After I stepped 
out .of the boat ordinary conversation 
seemed to reach my ears in whispers. ‘This 
trip lasted an hour and a half. 

After lunch I went down with the secon: 
party. On this trip an uncle of Luther Lake, 
the owner of the boat, had raw oysters 
and coffee with him. A gasoline stove was 
produced and the oysters were stewed and 
the coffee boiled while we were at the bot- 
tom of the river channel. Th’'s trip was the 
more thrilling of the two, as Mr. Lake 
startled me by saying he would open a door 
in the bottom of the boat through which 
no water would enter, and that he would 
send a diver out to the bottom of the Pa- 
tapsco. It was useless to protest, if L want- 
ed to. I was ready for anything by this 
time. The diver put on his armor and 
stepped into an air-tight compartment in 
the forward part of the boat. I followed 
hm. An air-tight steel door closed behind 
me. I heard a hissing sound as the com. 
partment was being filled with compressed 
air, equal to the water outside the boat. 

I felt as if I were locked in a safe deposit 
company’s vault. My ears felt numb and 
then they pained me. Suddenly my ears 
cracked; the pain had gone, but they were 
still numb. Next we stepped into another 
compartment farther forward and a second 
steel door was closed behind us. I had that 
‘something - is - going - to-happen” feeling. 
This second chamber was also filled with 
air until the atmospheric pressure inside 
equaled the water outside. Mr. Lake told 
me that when the two pressures are equal 
that no water will enter the craft. These 
facts are indicated by gauges. When the 
diver began to Unscrew the door in the bot- 
tom of the compartment I must confess that 
| wanted to run, but [I stood my ground 
bravely, as three steel doors and two feet of 
water stood between me and safety.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 18.—The?

The delegates also cOnsidered the amend- 
ment to the national agreement submitted 
by them to the league at the Philadelphia 
meeting and later referred back by the 
National League with an important addi- 
tion. The latter clause is objectionable to 
the Western League as it provides that the 
major organization can get a player from 
the minor body, hold him thirty days and 
then return him, if heis found wanting. 

It leaked out yesterday that Omaha, Des 
Moines and Grand Rapids are not the only 
Cities by any means that are seeking the 
old Grand Rap.ds franchise. At least three 
and possibly four, other cities have made 
offers, but President Johnson, beyond ad- 
mitting the fact, will not divulge the par- 
ticulars, 

It may be possible that after all Chicago 
may be chosen for the eighth club. Despite 
countless rumors and counter rumors, it 
was ead on good authority last night that 
certain of the Western magnates were to 
attend the meeting to-day with one inten- 
tion fixed—to vote for Chicago. It is known 
that President Holt of Indianapolis has 
such a determination and it is reported 
that he has confreres who think the same 
as e.

CHICAGO, Ill, Dec. 18.—When Joseph 
Leiter was 24 years old he had a college 
education, $1,000,000 in money and a chin, 

The shrewd persons who have learned to 
make a living off of others took stock of 
the university degree and the million with 
glee. They paid no attention whatever to 
the chin, F 

To-day Joseph Leiter is 30 years old. 

He has a college education plus. 

He has control of $30,000,600. 

He holds the wheat pit in the hollow 
of his hand. He is manipulating the 
crop of the whole country. 


He still has the chin. 

This beardless younth thas become a 
figure of international prominence. He is 
one of the most unique and extraordinary 


developments of American life. The more 
that is known about him the more inter- 
esting he becomes. 

When he returned to Chicago after having 
been graduated from Harvard he was 
looked upon as a college dude. He hasnt 
changed his manner or his clothes. 

His friends say that his clothes can sing 
and dance. but they add that he is the kind 
of a man that can wear orchestra clothes. 

He is a trifle over six feet tall, with enor- 
mously broad shoulders. He has an arm 
like a pile-driver.- His hair is parted care- 
fully in the middle and it is becoming rath- 
: He lives alone in magnificent 
stvle in a splendid mansion. He manages 
an estate with many diverse interests—an 
estate of $30,000,w0—conducts the most suc- 
cessful corner in wheat known in years, in 
which he has locked horns with P. D. Ar- 
mour, and still finds time to drive the fin- 
est turnouts in Chicago and to have a good 
time generally. 

“TY liké rare books, horses, dogs and 


the human race,” said Leiter to-day to 
the Post-Dispatch currespondent, and 
that tells a good deal about him. 


If you keep this in mind, together with 
the fact that when he laughs he shakes the 
windows, and he is always ready to laugh, 
and that he is the most popular man in 
Chicago, you will get a very good idea of 
the man if you read what follows: 

When the young man came back from 
college his father had planned a way of 
“trying him out.” Old Levi Leiter is a 
very remarkable man. He has a genius for 
accumulating money. He had _ passed 
through a long course of hardship before 
he arrived at the age of financial discretion, 
Like all rich men who have made their own 
money, he had grave fears for his son. He 
had made money fly at Harvard and he 
never gave any particular indication that 
he would amount to much.

DISEASE OF A WELL-KNOWN 
CHICAGO PUBLIC MAN. 


RAN A GERMAN NEWSPAPER. 


Was Prominent in Political Circles and 
Was Postmaster of Chicago 
Under Cleveland.

CHICAGO, IIl., Dec. 18.—Washington Hes- 
ing, proprietor of the Illinois Staats-Zei- 
tung, one of the leading German papers of 
the Northwest, and Postmaster of Chicago 
during the last term of President Cleveland, 
died suddenly this afternoon of heart dis- 
ease at his home on Michigan avenue. Mr. 
Hesing had_been ill for several days with 
a severe cold, but was thought to be rapidly 
recovering, and his death was a heavy 
shock to his family and friends. During 
the afternoon he was down town and at- 
tended to several business matters, return- 
ing to his residence shortly after 3 o’clock. 
Mrs. Hesing at the time was out shopping, 
and the last person who spoke to Mr. 
Hesing was a servant girl whom he met in 
the hallway on the way to his room. 

A few minutes after 4 o’clock the girl went 
to Mr. Hesing’s room on an errand and 
when she entered he was half sitting, half 
reclining on a sofa, with his head supported 
by his hands, He was breathing heavily, 
but there was nothing unusual in his ap- 
pearance and the girl, supposing him to be 
asleep, went out as softly as possibie in 
order to avoid disturbing him. From that 
time until] 5 o'clock, when Mrs. Hesing re- 
turned, he was aloneinthe room. His wife 
noticed at once upon entering the room 
that he was very ill and quickly summoned 
assistance, but by the time medical aid was 
at hand, Mr. Hesfng was dead. The phy- 
sicians declared that he had died of heart 
disease and said that in all probability they 
could not have saved him had they reached 
him before life was extinct. 

Six years ago Mr. Hesing was troubled 
by the action of his heart and physician's 
warned him that he must be careful to 
avoid all excitement and vigorous exercise,
